OiNcisNATi, Oct. 16.— "The Dangers 
of a Great City," on the stage cf Rob- 
inson's Opera House iMt night was oat 
short in its ptrformanee hgr m tngio 
realisation of the aotoal dangers of a 
great city. 

The hoaso was well filled, not crowd- 
ed. A littlo Ijofore H:;50aladyin the 
aadience says she heard a creeping 
noise which continaed for fire minntes 
before the eataitrophe. She g»T« it lit- 
tle attention thinking it was a part of 
the performance. Prosi ntly the plaster- 
inK bef^an to fall in riiiuU particles at 
flrBt, but enouKh to alarm Home of the 
timid or cantions, who retired. A lit- 
tle later the plastering began to shower 
down in chnnka. It came from the 
celling abore which supported the 
dome. There was a rnsh from the 
gallery which was not very well filled. 
The balcony was soon onipticd. Those 
in the dress circle retired as promptly 
as possible, and strange to saj withoat 
an apparent panio. The crowding of 
these to the door obstmoted the passage 
of people from the parqaette, which ao- 
coants in a raeasare for the number of 
casnaltioH. 

Nol)o<ly expected at that moment any 
other danger than from the falling 
plastering. Suddenly and with a great 
crash the great central tmas of the ceil- 
ing, ^0 feet long and 80 feet wide, came 
plunging down. The ends of it struck 
on the two gallery wings and doubled 
it up in the center, Kcnding it down 
into the parqaette with a great scatter- 
ment of joists and timbers. Nothing 
on the stage was harmed. 

The news spread mpUUgr. There was 
a rash of patrol wagons and of firemen 
to the scene. The salvage corps with 
its wagon was first on the ground, and 
it was followed by all the police patrol 
wagons, carrying the injured to the 
Oindnnati hospital. 

The list at the hospital showed three 
dead, five dangerously, if not fatally, 
wounded and 26 more or less Sttioosly 
injured, as follows :

Strobably M or 80 were so sligbtly in- 
ured as to be able to walk home, of 
the dangeroualf injured at the hospital 
several will require amputation, yet 
every one refusing to submit to the 
operation. A score of surgeons volun- 
teered their assistance to the hospital 
corps. A snffloient number was ac- 
oepted. 

The scene in front of the hospital 
door was a sad one. Hundreds of peo- 
ple gathered there olamoring for the 
names of the injured. .An attendant 
stood at thb door with a list of those 
tarought to the hospital and answered 
these anzioos inquiries. Many names 
were inquired for that were not in the 
hospitalllst. 

At the 'opera house ropes were 
stretched across all approaching streets, 
and the police had all they could do to 
keep the crowd of 7,000 or u.ck o people 
from orpsUng through. All sortu 
(Mf wild nmon were afloat and public 
curiosity was on tiptoe all the more 
ardent because of these rumors. There 
was a story afloat that one man was 
missing. It was a wild story, for he 
couldn't bo in the opera house where 
the debiiH was no scattered that it did 
not form a i)ck'd up mass anywhere. 
Any one Htaiulmg at the door of the 
hospital In front of that pitiful, sorrow- 
ful, anxionnly iucjuisitive crowd could 
unilorHtand how not one man, but that 
many men, women and childeu were 
missing by friends at home. 

The damage to the Ktructuro was 
I oMng at all to the stage, compara- 
tively little to the gallery, which suf- 
fered most almost nothing to the dress 
circle, and much less than one would 
think from the debris scattered around 
throuffh the oarauctte where thfi main 



truss landed. The trass rested in the 
parquette very much in the ^pe of a 
capital letter V. The wonder is that so 
few were hurt, and of the few hurt, so 
many escaped with slight injuries. 

The cause of the •ecldent seems to be 
easily discovered. Among the first who 
entered the building after the dome 
had fallen wm Prestdent Oeorge W. 
Rapp of the Oinnlnnati Chapter Amerl- 
san Institute of AroUteeti. 

"It was not that dome," said he, 
painting to the huge heap m the oenter 
of the floor, "that oauaea the trouble. 
The fault lies with the roof trusses. 
The house has been built more than 88 
years, and the wood has shrunk uiitil 
the bolts and nails afforded the imaUest 
possible security. On»ot these trusses 
had rotted away ftom its fastenings ; it 
has parted and thrown the two sections 
down, and Huj, in their descent, pulled 
the dodM with them. These wood 
trusses at* of piao and th«7 ttmuK 
rery perceptiblj in the oouse of Tears. 
They should be examined eveiT'flve or 
six year*. Modern structures are put 
up with steel trusses. The roof of this 
theater is liable to come down at any 
minute." 

Building Inspeotor Tooker also made 
an ecammation of the trusses. He 
coincided with Mr. Rapp that the fault 
was with them. Said he: "Ton see 
that the wood has shrunk and just let 
loose in the center and pulled the dome 
with it. The comparatively slow de- 
scent, cansed by a slow breaking away 
from its fastenings, accounts for the 
few immediate deaths. It gave those 
beneath a chance to get out." 

Inspector Tooker said that the broken 
trusses would be removed at once and 
the roof would be made secure. As it 
is now there is danger at any tine. 

A singular coinddenoe is that the 
play announced for next week was en- 
titled "Under the Dome." 

Last night's disaster recalls forcibly 
a more fearful one which took place in 
the same building in February, 1870. 
Last night there was a real cause for 
the panic and loss of life ; then there 
was no « au.«o whatever except the wick- 
edly foolish cry of fire starti'd when a 
little sputtering hiss came from the cal- 
cium light in the upper gallery. The 
house was ))aoIce;l mostly with women 
and children to witne ss an allegory of 
"America" ^-ivt n by hundri ds of scliool 
children. With the singl'^ cry of tiro in 
such an a.i.sembly the mi.s. hitf was 
done. 

Pliuisring into the ailes and rushing 
down the stairways niul toward the 
sidi' doorway leading to the i-treet, the 
inevitable bliwkade of falen human 
bodies occurred and the wild and sav- 
age striigirle for esc.T,])0 by those behind 
comiiletod the dreadful miscliief. Only 
when all outward progress was abso- 
lutely blocked and time was (.-iven to 
the living to use their senses to discover 
that there was no fire, and no cause for 
alarm, did tlie insane panic ci'ase. Then 
followed t!ie sicki iiiiig re.-cue of the 
score or more of the lii'ud and the many 
others wlio were injured. Jjust night s 
catastroplie. however, had a real cause 
for panic r.iid if the conditions had been 
the same as these of the If- iii liorror, the 
result would have been fearful beyond 
oaloulatiou. 



NOT UN TIL NE XT WEEK. 

Argunmits ta th* LMtgart Trial Delay* 
the C«M Oolns to th« Jnrjr. 

Cuir-Ado, Oct. IC— The inteu'-ely hot 
weath.T of yesterday had but httio ef- 
fect upon the attendance at the Luef- 
gert trial. The courtroom was packed 
and huudreds of persons were unable to 
gain admittance. Attomqr Vincent, 
chief counsel for the defense, continued 
his address to the jnry. His arguments 
were i)riiicipally directed toward the 
•'n-a-^onable doubt" as to the death of 
Mrs. ijuetgert. He vigorously attacked 
thi- ]/(/l;ce olticials for their alleged 
browb'.Mttng of witnes.se.';, iiatticularly 
in the case of Mary Sienmu ring, whom 
he declared the defendant had treated 
more like a daughter than an employe 

The witnesses for the prosecution 
were held up to scorn and.ludgo\in 
cent declared thur the prosecution had 
done nothing but throw mud at his 
client, while tlie defense had been en- 
gaged iti scrai»iiig it oft'. 

Mr. Vincent will i)robably conclude 
his addre-s at to<lay's session. On Mon- 
day, State's Attorney Deneen will make 
a five-hours' spoeoh, and the case will 
doubtless be given to the jury late 
.Tueedaj. 

WAILRGAP WWtCK InTlABAWA. 

Eagln«er and Fireman Killed aad Two 
Other Men Badly Injured. 

Si. I MA, Ala., (;ct. 10.— An accident 
occurred on the Mobile anil Birming- 
ham railroad, near Millhouse station, 'M 
miles south of this city, at 3 .SO yester- 
day afternoon, in which Engineer Oilie 
Mtwn and Fireman Jtnj Godfrey were 
killed and J. E. Broadstreet, conduc- 
tor, and (.Quarantine OlBoer Newman 

were badly inju.'ed. 

While aj)prna-hing Millhouse the 
tram was running 'M miles an hour on 
a straight track. Without a moment s 
warning and by some uiiexplamablo 
cause the trucks of the tender jumped 
the track, causing the whole train to go 
down a 13-foOt embankment The en- 
gineer livid until evening, dying in ter- 
rible agony as he had been cooked by 
iCiUdiug water. His family is in the 
qnanmtine camp at Oreola. and will 
not , be permit^ to attend his f uneraL 

Washin((ti).\, Oct. 16. — Maud G. 
Badgley, a clerk in the general land 
oflloe, committed suicide yesterday by 
jumping from Oabin John's bridge, 
about ix miles west of this <Atj. The 
drop to the ravine below the bridge is 
about lU feet, and the girl was instant- 
ly killed.

New York, Oct. 16.— The Herald 
publishes the following, based on high 
authority, which it claims is substan- 
tially the instmctions issued by Presi- 
dent McKinley to Minister Woodford 
to the Spanish quten ; 

None but the most kindly relations 
exist between the present administra- 
tloo and Spain, and so far as lies in the 
power of the administration they will 
continue. The bolligeiency resolution 
which passed the senate at the last ses- 
sion of congress merely bore" evidence 
of the tremendous popular feeling 
throughout this country in favor of 
Cuba. 

The house, to be sure, voted down 
the resolution passed by the senate. 
Bat this was with a view to postponing 
the issue and not doing anything for 
the moment that could be construed tn 
hostile to Spain. The house, like the 
senate, is stronglrin sympathy with 
Cuba. This feeling of sympathy 
throughout the United States will un- 
doubtedly take shape as soon as con- 
gress convenes and it will be necessary 
tor the president to communicate to 
congress such recommendations as he 
deems best in regard to Cuban affairs. 

Under these dioumstances the gov- 
ernment of the United States tenders 
its best oflices to mediate between Spain 
and Cuba and it offers to mediate so as 
to bring war to an end on such terms 
as will be honorable to both parties. 

This government expresses the hope 
that Spain will reply by the end of Oc- 
tober, so as to give the president a 
chimce to report to cougnss by the time 
it convenes. 

Senor Sagasta has prom'sed President 
McKinley an ariNWer hy ( ( r. 25, and 
the prdsident will then frame his mes- 
sage to congress accordingly. It is not 
unlikely that the president will convey 
another message to Spain in the mean- 
time, or that he will take steps recog- 
ni-' ing the belligerency of Cuba. 

The presid ent is understocxl to bo par- 
tial to the granting of freedom to ( 'uba 
upon the payment of an indemity of, 
say, ♦1.^0,0(jO,i 00 as partial recompense 
to Spain for the surrender of sovereign- 
ty and the millions she has lost in the 
rebellion. The pre.<:dont is of the 
opinion that this can be paid in Cuban 
bonds to be secured by customs rev- 
enaes. the collections of which shall be 
supervised and be applied by represent- 
atives of the L'liited .States. 

He is liojiing tliat the initiative will 
come froai ."-^;jain. who, wh<'n she sees 
tliat she can not burden herself with 
any more bond issues for carrying on 
the war in Cuba may invite the United 
fc'tates to participate in a .•■ettlement. 

The Ht^rald says it has come into 
possession of important facts which 
tend to show that fi^pain will event aally 
grant iiidepc ndence to Cuba on the pay- 
ment of an indL'innity of ?1;)0,()()0,'I(K). 

The information comes from banking 
and diplomatic circles. Spain would 
gladly hold on to Cuba if she could, but 
her desperate financial condition has 
led her to see the inevitable, nnd after a 
certain season of delay in deference to 
public opinion, will yield toOubaall 
that she asks. 

Puh.ic sentiment in the I'nitctl .^'tates 
has much to do with this decision, it is 
stated.

CONDITIO N OF BUSINESS. 

R. O. Daa A Comp«n7*e Weekly Trade 

Itrport. 

Nkw York, Oct. 16. --R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review (jf trade s;,ys : 
Foreign trade in September, the heavy 
increas3 in iron production and con- 
sumption and the largest payments 
through clearings evei^ known in Octo- 
ber, ere indiciitions which outweigh 
hesitation in some markets. The in- 
creiise in employment of labor inis 
continued with further accounts daily 
of works opening, increasing force of 
hands, or raising of wages, and at every 
point where actual production can bi^ 
tested it appears greater than ever be- 
fore. 

Efforts by the Pank of England h.ave 
delayed further gold exi>orts, but with 
a cotton movement rising, large ship- 
ments to this side are deemed certain 
and not distant. More gold, however, 
means less just now tlian more iron. 

The output of pig iron from Oct. 1 
was 200,1:28 tons weekly, against U.i,- 
(82 a year ago, the increase since July 
1 having been pT cent. Unsold 
stocks have been reduced at the rate of 
40,271 tons weekly in September, indi- 
cating a consumption exceeding 232,000 
tons weekly, whuh is about 20,0U0 
greater than ever before and 40 per cent 
greater than three months ago. Prices 
of pig hold steady, though the produc- 
tion has' been further increased sinoo 
Oct. 1, and prices of finished prod acts 
gradually rise with especially heavy de- 
mand for plates, rods, bars, while an- 
other contract ha.<i been taken by the 
Illinois Steel company to deliver 30,000 
tons steel rails for Jap;tn and the Penn- 
sylvania oompany has bought 35,000 
tons. 

Ore shipments on the lakes surpass 
all records, and the Rockefeller com- 
pany has contracted for another steamer 
with two consorts to carry 20,000 tons, 
the largest ever built for the lakes. 
Makers of black sheets have raised the 
price for No. 28 to $4.10, and wire nails 
are 5 cents higher, the average of iron 
and steel products rising 6 per cent for 
the week to the highest point since 
April 8. Tinplates are cheaper at lo, 
with enormous {vodnction, and copner 
at 1 1. 1 3 cents for lake, with lead at 4. lu, 
but tin is fairly strong. 

The cotton mills are producing as 
largely as cheap cotton invites, and 
with moderate demand print cloths are 
low at 2.44 cents, and some grades of 
other goods are slightly reduced. 

Sales of wool for speculation have 
greatly decreased, but manufacturers 
do not find that current prices are war- 
ranted by their market for goods, 
though it is strong and advancing. 

Sales of wool for two weeks have 
been 24,8.31,600 poimd, at the tliree 
chief markets, of which 15,897,390 were 
do.iiestic and while quotations are 
maintaiuod, large lots previously with- 
drawn by consigners are now offered. 

The demand for spring goods is 
limited. But the prices of some quali- 
ties have advanced a shade further. 
There is also some quiet contracting al- 
ready for heavyweights. 

\V licnt has been fairly steady bat 
moviii;/ morn largely tlian last year 
from the farms and from the country.

The pnoe of wheat has declined 
three-fourt!'. ■( of a cent, and corn I jier 
cent, with the government report of a 
yield exceeding 1 ,S(X»,0!)O,0Ot) busheis. 

Cotton has declined tbree-.-ixteeiiths 
to (i.iil cell's for spot, some autlior:t:es 
of repute having published estimati s 
that the yield will be 1».600,000 bales, 
but the movement is yet retarded by 

the fever. 

Failures for the week hare been ir.i 
in the United States, against 828 last 
year, and 86 in Canada, against 40 last 

year.

charge of Mr. Edmonds of the Public 
Ledger of $101 20 for the latter, that no 
reasonable explanation can be made.— 
Pobliu Ledcer. 

At the election in 1893, in addition to 
the other candidate?, there were twenty 
candidates for Councilmen in this city, 
sixteen o«ndIdAtis for memben of tbe 
Board of Edasation Bod fifteen eadddataa 
for the othor city ofTicea. In printing 
the ballots, the names of the candidates 
for Coancil in any ward went only on the 
ballot for that ward. This neoessiuted 
making six changes in the form of the 
ballot while printinj: it. In other words 
when the ballots for the First ward were 
eompleted, the form had to be taken ont 
of the press, and then it had to be nn- 
locked and taken apart a? far as the 
natuea of the candidates for Council were 
concerned, and the names of the candi- 
dates for tbe Second ward snbstitnted. 
When the ballots for the Second ward 
were completed, the form had to be re- 
moved from the press again and taken 
4pert, and so on lor eaeh of the varioos 
wards. And all these changes had to be 
made in printing the sample ballots as 
well as tbe regular ballots. These many 
changes necessitated not only extra work, 
bat extra care and precaation. 

Last year the names of the candidates 
for Presidential electors and for Congress 
were the only ones on tbe ballot, with the 
exception that the names of three candl- 
dates for Constable were added to the 
ballots in the Eighth Magisterial district, 
and the question as to stock running at 
large was added to the ballot for Hilltop 
precinct. This necessitated bat two 
changes in the ballot last year. 

When the form was once placed on 
press, all tbe ballots for the county, ex- 
cept for the precincts mentioned, conld 
have been run ofi. Only twice was it 
necessary to remove the form from the 
press and make a change, and these 
changes were small ones. 

Then too, in 1893, owing to the length 
of the b.illot, in perforating it, as the law 
requires, it was necessary to run it 
through the perforator three times. The 
ballot last year we learn had to be pat 
through the perforator but twice. 

In view of all this it is apparent that 
printing the ballots last year was an 
easy job compared with the work of 1893, 
and the cost last year was very natarally 
much less than in 1S03. 

I5ut to return t ) tbe claim of the Pub- 
lic Ledger that County Clerk Cochran 
has saved the people $10,000 daring his 
term of oflSce. If he hss saved them that 
much, it stands to reason that the taxes 
levied to pay tbe general expenses of the 
county ought to have been decreased, to 
some extent, at least, by this time. In- 
stead of having been decreased, however, 
the reverse is true. Tbe ordinary ex- 
penses of the county are paid out of the 
genwal fa&d end the tithe tax, the rest 
of the taxes being levied for specific pur- 
poses. Mr. Cochran and the rest of the 
present Republican officials went into 
office in January, 1895. The net levy for 
general pnrposss, tbe tithe tax ineladed, 
since then has been as follows, as shown 
by the settlement of tbe county levy on 
record in the Coanty Clerk's office: 

April, 1895. $10,748 53 

April, 1896 12,898 03 

April, 1897 10,201 21 

The settlement in 1895, as above, was 
for the levy made in 1804, the settlement 
in IS shows the levy in IJ^O.') and the 
settlement in 1897 shows tbe levy in 18'JO. 
Tbe total taxes levied this year for gen- 
eral porposes will not be definitely known 
until the settlement is made next April. 

Tbe April 1895 figures given above 
show the last levy made under a Demo- 
cratic administration of theoonnty afiaire. 
lu two years under Republican rule the 
levy for general pur])oses has been in- 
creased over 50 per cent. 

In this oonneotion one other matter 
should be mentioned. October is the 
time for holding the fall term of the 
Fiscal Court. The court met on the rcg- 
alsr day, bat, without passing on any 
claims, adjoamed thai afternoon until 
November 8th. It is intimated the Re- 
publicans brought the adjournment about 
for political reasons— that there is some- 
thing they do not want to face ontil after 
tbo election. Certain it is that a Repub* 
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lican member of tbecoort displayed un- 
usual anxiety during the day's session, 
and didn't want the regnlar routine of 
business taken up.
